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A Fundamental Defect in the Act to Regulate 
Late Commerce

The most important social question before this 
country to-day is the regulation of its railways. For 
the last two years this has been the foremost political 
issue, and it will probably occupy that place until 
settled. 


This arises from the nature of the matters involved. 
Three hundred years ago Lord Bacon pointed out that 
a prime essential to national growth was facility to 
communication. So true is this that in all ages the 
ways over which this communication must be con- 
ducted have been, as a rule, provided by the sover- 
eign. The highway has been the King’s and so 
public. 

When the Stourbridge Lion, the first locomotive 
ever operated in the United States, was brought over 
from England, and set upon the rails prepared for 
it by the Delaware & Hudson Canal Company, the 
significance of the railroad was little comprehended. 
It has come to be the principal means of physical 
communication. Whoever to-day possesses these ave- 
nues of transportation with the right to impose what- 
ever tolls he may elect, holds the commercial domin- 
ion of this land; for he can determine where business 
shall be done, by whom it shall be done, and he can 
appropriate to himself an undue share of the profits. 
The railway is now our main highway. Since it must 
be used by all, and since preference in its use gives 
to the favored one an advantage over his competitor, 
even to the point of final extinction, it follows that 
this highway must be public, otherwise we have in 





process of time a nation of commercial masters and 
slaves. 

As soon as experience began to make this obvious, 
attempts to secure to the public its rights in these 
highways also began. The first serious effort toward 
railway regulation in this country originated in the 
so-called Granger movement in the 70’s. The method 
adopted was usually the establishment of a com- 
mission with authority to fix the rate, either absolute 
or maximum, which the railway might charge, and 
the constitutionality of this method as applied to 
state business, was sustained by the Supreme Court 
of the United States in a long line of decisions. 

The same court held that with respect to interstate 
traffic the tate could exercise no control even over that 
part of the haul entirely within the state, since this 
authority had been reserved by the commerce clause 
of the federal constitution to Congress. That body 
acting upon this intimation of the court, in 1887 
enacted, for the regulation of interstate railway 
operations, the Act to Regulate Commerce, which has 
been much altered and strengthened by the amend- 
ments of June, 1906. 

The commission plan of regulation has been gen- 
erally adhered to by the states, and the same plan 
was selected by Congress. It has worked fairly well 
in the states, and the commission idea must probably 
be applied to the regulation of rates by the national 
government; but it often happens that what gives 
satisfaction in a small way proves unsuitable when 
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applied to larger operations. I have felt that the 
present plan of the Act to Regulate Commerce should 
be substantially modified, and desire to call your at- 
tention to what seems to me a fundamental defect in 
that Act. 

Every discussion of this subject should begin with 
a clear apprehension of the problem. The railway 
has come to take the place of a public highway, and 
some method must be found to make it such. This 
means that the government must see to it that our 
railways are open to all members of the public alike, 
and that the charges made for their use are reason- 
able. We must, I think, go still further, and see that 
the facilities provided are adequate. 

But these highways, while public in their use, are 
private in ownership, and the capital invested has 
been put there upon the representation that it shall 
be allowed to earn a return. While, therefore, the 
government must protect the citizens in the use of 
these avenues of transportation, it must also protect 
the individual in the enjoyment of his property. 

An examination of the present Act to Regulate 
Commerce shows that the authors of this statute had 
in mind both these ideas. The affirmative provisions 
of that Act are, that charges for services rendered 
shall be reasonable, and that no undue discrimination 
shall be made between different persons. Otherwise 
stated, these highways shall be open to the whole 
public alike, and upon fair terms. To secure these 
benefits there are certain requirements with respect 
to the publication and observance of tariffs, the keep- 
ing of accounts, etc., and severe penalties are pro- 
vidéd for infractions of the statute. A Commission 
is created and that Commission is required by the 
terms of the Act to enforce its provisions. 

Here, then, is a clear recognition of the first idea. 
It is the affirmative duty of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to. see that railways do not impose upon 
the public unreasonable or discriminative charges. 

A further examination of the statute shows that 
the second idea is also present. This Commission 
is not merely charged with the duty of enforcing the 
Act, but is also constituted a quasi-judicial tribunal 
with authority to sit as arbitrator between the rail- 
road and the people. The Act provides that any 
party may complain to the Commission that a railway 
subject to its jurisdiction is in violation of the terms 
of the statute, and that the Commission, upon receiv- 
ing such complaint, shall proceed to investigate and 
determine the matter. The proceedings under this 
provision assume much the nature of a trial in court. 
The complaint is served upon the railway, which is 
required to answer. After issue is joined evidence 
is taken, arguments heard, and the case decided. The 
amended Act expressly provides that no order shall 
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be made until after a full hearing upon complaint. 

The manifest intent of all this is to provide an im- 
partial body which may hear and determine charges 
against railways. Their rates are not to be reduced, 
nor their practices condemned, until after a full op- 
portunity to be heard. 

Let it be further observed that both these ideas 
must find expression in whatever system adequately 
and justly regulates our railways. A lawyer may be 
inclined to say that when the government has pro- 
vided a tribunal before which a complaint can be 
heard, and by which a remedy can be given, its full 
part has been done. The aggrieved person must . 
then make and prosecute his complaint. 

But this entirely overlooks the fact that it is the 
duty of the government to make this highway public, 
not merely to provide a means by which a citizen 
may secure these benefits himself; certainly not when 
those means are in the very nature of things unavail- 
able to the masses. 

Take a practical illustration. The domestic fuel 
of New England is anthracite coal. We will assume 
for the moment, without suggesting, that the freight 
rate upon which this commodity is carried from the 
mine to the consumer, is 25 cents per ton too high. 
The total consumption of New England is perhaps 
10,000,000 tons annually, so that the excessive freight 
rate takes from the people of this section $2,500,000 
each year. Since the cost of operation is the same 
whatever the rate, this is an addition of $2,500,000 
to the net revenues of the railways carrying this traf- 
fic, which, if permanently maintained, adds, upon a 
five per cent. basis, $50,000,000 to the market value of 
their property, a sum considerably in excess of the 
cost of reproducing all the railroads in my native 
state of Vermont. 

Now, if the tribunal is provided, who will prosecute 
the complaint, or the numerous complaints, which 
may be necessary to correct this most important. vio- 
lation of the law? Will the coal dealer, who pays 
the freight? Certainly not. He adds the freight 
to the price of the coal, and charges it to his cus- 
tomer. Will you, who are a consumer of twenty tons, 
perhaps, and have therefore a stake in this matter 
of $5.00 annually, expend the thousands of dollars 
necessary to test this question? Again, certainly not; 
unless, perchance, you are a candidate for office, and 
therefore a friend of the people. 

The railway is a public highway absolutely essen- 
tial to the commercial and industrial life of this na- 
tion. If a railway imposes upon you, in common with 
others, an unjust rate, that is not a private but a pub- 
lie wrong, which should be corrected by public au- 
thority, and which you as an individual cannot be 
expected to redress for the benefit of your fellows. 
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Any scheme of regulation which does not embrace this 
feature will end in failure. 

Equally important is it that the private capital in- 
vested in these public enterprizes should receive fair 
consideration. This is demanded at once by the dic- 
tates of justice, and of self-interest. This capital has 
been invested upon the understanding that it should 
be allowed a return. It would be the grossest of bad 
faith, were it possible, to deprive that property of 
the right to a fair return. 

This is obvious to all. What is not always so clearly 
apprehended is the danger of deterring capital from 
seeking this form of investment in the future. If the 
demands upon our railways are to be met, enormous 
sums must be expended in extensions and improve- 
ments. These expenditures cannot be made out of 
earnings, they must come largely from new money 
drawn from the investing public. The ability to ob- 
tain this now and hereafter will depend upon the 
confidence which men have in the security of their 
investment. It is not enough that earnings are ample 
to-day, if they are likely to be unduly reduced to- 
morrow. Every system of regulation should there- 
fore assure capital of just treatment. 

I have said that the Act to Regulate Commerce at 
once instructs the Commission to enforce its provi- 
sions, and constitutes that body a tribunal to pass 
upon complaints brought against railways. It has 
been in the past one of the most serious reproaches 
against that Act that the Commission was made by 
its terms at once a prosecuting officer and judge. 
Strictly speaking it is neither a prosecutor nor a 
judge, but an administrative body bidden to do jus- 
tice between the railways and the people. Its find- 
ings have been in the past merely prima facie and its 
orders could only be enforced in court where the rail- 
way might obtain a judicial trial de novo. It must 
be admitted, however, that the objection to combining 
in the same person the duties of a prosecutor and a 
trier is a wise one, which should seldom be contra- 
vened. While the orders of the Commission were un- 
important, and subject to review in the courts, the 
union of these two functions may have been well 
enough. Plainly a different question would be pre- 
sented were the jurisdiction of the Commission exten- 
sive and its decision final. That practical situation 
has now arisen. The jurisdiction of the Commission 
has been enormously increased, and its decision with 
respect to most of the matters which it hears is, in 
my opinion, practically final. I feel, therefore, that 
the time has come when the duties of this body should 
be separated. If it is to continue to hear and deter- 
mine cases, it should be relieved of its other work. 
Whether this is so must depend upon the character 


of the questions upon which that body passes, and the 
extent to which its conclusions ean be reviewed. 


Let us consider what the jurisdiction of the Com- 
mission covers. The Commission is not a judicial 
body, and cannot therefore render judgments which 
are enforced by its own process, but it is empowered 
to make orders which carriers are required to obey 
under heavy penalty, and which are therefore equiva- 
lent to judgments. 


First: It may put upon railways subject to the 
Act, by the issuance of orders, certain reguirements 
as to the filing of tariffs, and the keeping of accounts. 
These refer strictly to the administrative work of the 
Commission, and need not be considered here. 


Second: It may award damages for violations of 
the Act. The nature and effect of these orders will 
be referred to later in connection with a recent de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court, and these 
orders may be passed by for the present. 

Third: The important jurisdiction of the Com- 
mission is found in its authority to prescribe a rate, 
regulation, or practice for the future. This power 
is conferred by section 15 of the amended Act, which 
provides that it shall be the duty of the Commission 
whenever, after full hearing upon complaint, ‘‘it 
shall be of the opinion’’ that any rate is unjust or 
unreasonable, ‘‘to determine and prescribe what will 
be a just and reasonable rate or rates, charge or 
charges, to be thereafter observed in such case as the 
maximum to be charged.”’ 


The mere awarding of damages for the imposition 
of an unlawful rate clearly affords the public no 
adequate remedy. Consider the instance to which I 
referred a moment ago, of a possible exorbitant charge 
for the transportation of anthracite coal. The right 
upon the part of each consumer to sue and recover 
the amount by which he has been individually dam- 
aged would avail nothing. The only means by which 
the public can be effectively protected is by compel- 
ling the railway to charge a just rate in the first in- 
stance; and what is true of this case is true of the 
majority of all cases. It was this authority of the 
Commission to fix the rate for the future for which 
President Roosevelt so earnestly contended, and to 
which the railways were so bitterly opposed; and 
while the recent amendments to the Act to Regulate 
Commerce embrace many other salutary provisions, 
this is the vital thing. It is the exercise of this 
power which will benefit the public and which, if 
improperly exercised, will correspondingly injure the 
railway. It is against the abuse of this authority that 
the railway needs protection. It is therefore a most 
important inquiry how far the order of the Commis- 
sion is final, or to what extent it will be reviewed by 
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Let us examine this for a moment as a 


the courts. 
matter of principle. 


The making of a railway rate for the future is 
from the very nature of the thing legislative rather 
than judicial, as appears from a consideration of the 
difference between the functions of the judge and 
those of the legislator. 

The judge declares what the law is. For this pur- 
pose he consults former decisions, and looks into the 
enactments of legislatures. As he finds the law in 
precedent, or in statute, so is he bound to declare it 
even though in his own opinion it ought to be other- 
wise. If he has occasion to find a fact he must do this 
from evidence the nature of which is defined by elabo- 
rate legal rules. 

The legislator upon the other hand determines not 
what the law is, but what it should be. To discharge 
this duty properly he requires the most extensive in- 
formation, but in obtaining this he is bound by no 
rule of evidence. Finally it is a question of good 
judgment with him what ought to be done. 

The naming of a railway rate partakes of the legis- 
lative rather than the judicial. It is fixed by no 
statute, it is controlled by no precedent, it is estab- 
lished in accordance with no fixed rule. It cannot be 
determined by the cost of the service, nor by com- 
parison with other rates. Neither the financial con- 
dition of the railway, nor the necessities of the ship- 
per, are controlling. All these elements and many 
others, particularly competitive and commercial con- 
ditions, must be taken into account, but when every- 
thing is known it is still a question of judgment what 
the rate shall be. This discretion must be exercised 
in the first instanee by the traffic official who makes 
the rate, and in the second instance by the commis- 
sion which revises that rate. 

The federal constitution divides the functions of 
government into judicial, legislative, and executive, 
and provides that the duties of one department shall 
not be discharged by any other. The courts cannot 
be invested with legislative or executive duties, and 
since the naming of a rate for the future is not a 
judicial function, it cannot be exercised by the courts. 
This principle as applied to the federal judiciary 
seems to be clearly established. It would seem equally 
clear that courts cannot exercise upon appeal an 
authority with which they cannot be invested de 
novo, and hence it must follow that the federal courts 
do not have and cannot be given jurisdiction to 
review, as such, the action of the Commission, in 
naming a rate to be observed in the future. Have, 
then, the courts of the United States no authority 
over railway rates established either by state or fed- 
eral authority? Most assuredly they have a most 
important and extensive jurisdiction, but that juris- 
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diction is not to revise, as such, the judgment of 
legislature or Commission. It is original, not appel- 
late. It inquires whether the statute or the Com- 
mission’s order is a violation of the Constitution of 
the United States, and if so restrains its operation. 

The railway is a public necessity. For this reason 
in its construction private property may be taken 
against the will of the owner. In exactly the same 
way when that highway has been constructed the 
public may, in its own interest, or as a measure of 
self-protection, direct as to its operation. It may say 
what trains shall be run, what rates shall be charged. 
But just as the railway company could not, in the 
construction of its railway, appropriate private prop- 
erty without just compensation, so the public cannot, 
after that railway is constructed, appropriate the 
private property which has entered into it, to the 
public use without just compensation. In other 
words, it cannot compel the railway to render its 
service to the public upon such terms as will not 
yield to its owners a fair return upon the value of 
property which is devoted to the public use. To do 
this would be to deprive the railway company of its 
property without due process of law, in violation of 
the fourteenth amendment. It would be a taking of 
private property without just compensation, and in 
violation of the fifth amendment, if the rate is estab- 
lished by federal authority. This is the ground upon 
which the federal court interfers. 

The Act to Regulate Commerce provides for a pro- 
ceeding upon the part of the railway to restrain the 
operation of an order of the Commission, but no pro- 
vision is made for an appeal by a complainant from 
a decision adverse to him. This is for the reason that 
if the appeal were sustained the court could make no 
order in his behalf. In this respect the complainant 
and the railway stand exactly alike. As against both, 
the judgment of the Commission as such is final, but 
the railway may invoke the aid of the court to protect 
it from an unconstitutional exercise of regulating 
authority. 

It seems to me clear, upon principle, that the fed- 
eral courts can only interfere with the orders of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission fixing a rate for 
the future upon this ground. The extent to which 
that interference may go is another question which 
never can be answered definitely. 

Many state commissions establish entire schedules 
of rates. In these states no charge can be made ex- 
cept in accordance with these schedules, which there- 
fore absolutely limit the earning capacity of the rail- 
road. In such cases the question of adequate earn- 
ings becomes, not a simple, but a possible one. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission does not deal 
with schedule of rates, It establishes no single rate 
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in the first instance. Railways initiate their own 
rates; the Commission only prescribes the rates in 
particular instances. To what extent can the court 
inquire whether an order of the Commission dealing 
with a single rate deprives the carrier of its property 
without just compensation, or without due process of 
law? 

A railway is constructed and operated for the pur- 
pose of charging tolls for its services. The amount 
earned, and therefore the value of the property, de- 
pends upon the amount which ean be charged. If the 
rate is reduced the property of the railway company 
is taken. In this sense whenever a railway is required 
by public authority to observe an unreasonable rate 
its property is unjustly taken, and hence the court 
may inquire with respect to each rate, whether it is 
reasonable. 

But the trouble here is that no standard exists by 
which the reasonableness of a rate can be measured. 
In a way it is the opinion of the legislature or the 
Commission which determines its reasonableness. 
While the constitution of the United States commands 
Congress to allow railways a reasonable return there 
is no constitutional provision which declares the source 
from which this return shall be derived. How much 
of it shall come from passenger, how much from 
freight, what from coal, what from lumber, what 
from merchandise? A rate is in a sense political. In 
Belgium to-day you will find that the rate on plate- 
glass from the interior producing point to the seaport 
is one-half, in case the commodity is exported to a 
foreign country, what it is if consumed at home. This 
is to assist the home manufacturer against his foreign 
competitor. The government may undoubtedly re- 
quire a railway, in the public interest, to perform a 
particular service for less than actual cost. It is 
therefore extremely difficult to hold of an individual 
rate established by public authority, that it is uncon- 
stitutional, provided the authority is fairly exercised. 

The courts have said that the government may 
regulate our railways, but they have further said that 
the power to regulate is not the power to destroy. 
When the action of legislature or Commission ceases 
to be fair regulation, and becomes wanton or destruc- 
tive, the court will interfere to prevent this, as it in- 
terferes to prevent other abuses of legislative power. 

To state this another way: A railroad rate may be 
fixed by statute, or it may be established by a com- 
mission under statutory authority, and in either case 
it is to every intent the law of the land. If the estab- 
lished rates do not yield to the carrier a fair return, 
or are not just and reasonable measures of regulation, 
the law which establishes them is unconstitutional. I 
apprehend that courts in declaring rates fixed by pub- 
lic authority illegal, will be guided by much the same 


considerations as in passing upon the constitution- 
ality of laws. Every presumption is indulged in favor 
of the constitutionality ; but if it clearly appears that 
the law is unconstitutional it is set aside. The pre- 
sumption will be that the rate established by legisla- 


ture or commission is lawful, but the railway may 
always show that in fact it is unlawful. This may 
be frequently done with respect to an entire schedule ; 


in ease of a single rate it will seldom be done where 
the regulating body has acted within its authority, 
honestly, and with a decent show of reason. 

It seems to me that this will be the rule of the 
federal courts in examining rates fixed by both state 
and federal commissions; and I say this, notwith- 
standing that a different rule prevails in nearly every 
state having a commissison, and prevails in conse- 
quenee of a decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

What is known as the Minnesota Milk Case, Chi- 
eago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Company uv. 
Minnesota, 134 U. S., 418, was decided in 1889. The 
Minnesota commission had established certain rates 
for the transportation of milk over the railway of de- 
fendant, which that company declined to observe. 
Thereupon the commission made application to the 
state court for a writ of mandamus to compel an ob- 
servance. Upon the return of this writ the railway 
offered to show that the rate prescribed by the com- 
mission was unreasonable, and did not yield a fair 
return. 

The court held that no evidence whatever was ad- 
missible, that the action of the commission in fixing 
the rate was conclusive, and that the only duty of the 
court in the premises was to issue its mandatory 
process to compel an observance of that rate. From 
this decision the railway company appealed to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, claiming that 
by the establishment of this rate without opportunity 
to question its reasonableness in judicial proceedings, 
it was deprived of its property without due process of 
law. The court so held, thus in effect declaring the 
rate of the Minnesota commissison unlawful. 

Mr. Justice Blatchford delivered the opinion of the 
court, in which five judges concurred. This opinion 
undoubtedly lays down the rule that reasonableness 
of rate or schedule of rates established by a commis- 
sion is a judicial question, and it was clearly in the 
mind of the majority that the court might consider 
the question from the same standpoint as the com- 
mission. The exact point decided was that a railway 
rate established by a commission was in violation of 
the federal constitution, unless opportunity was af- 
forded the railway for testing in court at some point, 
the lawfulness of that rate. 

In consequence of this decision the State of Minne- 
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sota amended its Act so as to permit an appeal from 
the determination of the commission to the courts. 
Other states followed suit, and all acts passed since 
then have provided in some form or other for a 
judicial examination of the rates established by the 
commission. 

The powers exercised by the courts under these 
provisions in different states vary greatly. Sometimes 
Sometimes 
is authorized to make such order as the 
commission should have made, and sometimes simply 


to set aside in whole or in part the order of the com- 
mission. 


the trial is by court, sometimes by jury. 
the court 


The understanding certainly seems to have 

been general that this decision authorizes and re- 
quires an appeal from the action of the commission, 
and that the courts upon such appeal may pass upon 
the same question decided by the commission. 

While the decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in this case was undoubtedly correct, 
while that court has since held that the railway has 
and must have the right to question in a judicial 
proceeding the lawfulness of the rate imposed, just 
as it must have the right to object to the constitution- 
ality of any law which is sought to be enforced 
against it, I do not think that this court would to-day 
hold that what is a reasonable rate for the future is 
a judicial question, except in the sense that I have 
stated. That court has several times said that the 
naming of such a rate is a legislative, and not a 
judicial duty and that the court, while it may enjoin 
a rate established by legislature or commission, can- 
not itself establish such rate. Regan v. Farmers Loan 
& Trust Company, 154 U. S., 362; Interstate Com- 
merce Commission v. Cincinnati N. O. & T. P. Rail- 
way Company, 167 U. S., 479. My impression is con- 
firmed by two very recent decisions of the Supreme 
Court, to which I call special attention. 

The first in order of time is Texas & Pacific Railway 
Company v. The Abilene Cotton Oil Company, decided 
February 25 of the present year. The Oil Company 
had brought suit in the proper court of the State of 
Texas for the recovery of an alleged excessive charge 
exacted against the protest of the Oil Company by 
the defendant railway company, for the transporta- 
tion of cotton seed from certain points in Louisiana 
to Abilene, .Texas. Its claim was that the common 
law liability upon a carrier to accord to shippers 
reasonable rates had not been affected by the Act to 
Regulate Commerce. The Texas court found the 
rate excessive, and gave judgment for the plaintiff. 

The transportation was interstate, and the rate 
charged was the regular published interstate tariff 
of the railway company. That company insisted that 
under the Act to Regulate Commerce this rate was 
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presumptively legal, and certainly could not be at- 
tacked in the state court. 

The Supreme Court of the United States, in sustain- 
ing the contention of the railway, went further than 
was required for the decision of that particular case. 
The 9th section of the Act to Regulate Commerce pro- 
vides that any party damaged by a violation of any 
of the provisions of that Act, may either present 
his claim to the Commission or bring suit in the 
proper circuit court of the United States. The charg- 
ing of an unreasonable rate is a violation of the Act, 
and it had been generally understood that the party 
paying an excessive rate might recover damages on 
that account either by suit in the circuit court or 
hy proceeding before the Commission. The Supreme 
Court held that the proceeding before the Commission 
was exclusive, and that no suit could be begun in the 
first instance either in state or federal court. 

The decision in this ease referred only to the ex- 
cessive charge, but the same reasoning would apply 
with equal force to the unduly discriminating charge. 
The case manifestly holds that in every instance 
where the Commission may, under the 15th section, 
substitute in its judgment a rate, regulation or prac- 
tice for that in force, proceedings must be begun 
originally before the Commission. 

If the Oil Company had begun its suit before the 
Commission as it should, and that body had found, as 
did the court, that the rate was excessive, it would 
have made two independent orders, one prescribing 
the rate which the railway company should charge for 
the future, and another awarding to the Oil Company 
damages for the past. These damages would ordina- 
rily be determined by taking the difference between 
the rate actually paid, and that found to be reason- 
able. The first of these orders is self-enforcing, the 
second can only be enforced by suit in court. The fed- 
eral constitution provides for a trial by jury in all 
cases where the amount involved exceeds $20, and it 
has been thought that the awarding of damages by the 
Commission is equivalent to a suit. Practically, how- 
ever, this new trial is of little consequence to either 
party, if the judgment of the Commission in estab- 
lishing the rate is sustained. It has been already de- 
cided that the court cannot give damages exceeding 
the amount awarded by the Commission. It is hardly 
conceivable that either court or jury. would award 
damages less than those named by the Commission, 
even if that might legally be done, provided that the 
order of the Commission fixing the rate for the future 
is lawful. 

The second case to which I especially direct your at- 
tention arose upon an order of the railway commis- 
sion of North Carolina, and is entitled Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company v, North Carolina Corpora- 











tion Commission, having been decided April 29 of the 
present year. The case was this. For many years 
there had been a running connection at Selma, in 
the State of North Carolina, between a certain train 
upon the Southern Railway and a certain other train 
upon the Atlantic Coast Line Railway. The Southern 
had found it necessary to advance the time of its 
train, and had thereby broken this connection. The 
North Carolina commission required the Atlantic 
Coast Line to advance its time correspondingly for 
the purpose of restoring the connection. Finally, 
upon further consideration, it appearing that possi- 
bly the Atlantic Coast Line could not fairly be re- 
quired to shorten its present time, that company was 
given the alternative of putting on a local train from 
Rocky Mount, in North Carolina, to Selma. From 
this order of the commission the railway appealed, and 
its appeal was tried by court and jury. The jury 
found that the Atlantic Coast Line could not in- 
crease the speed of its present train, that the public 
interest did require the putting on of an additional 
train, that the cost of operating this train would be 
$40 per day, and the probable receipts would not ex- 
ceed $25 per day. The railroad company insisted 
that the order of the commission was void, in that 
it required that company to perform a service for 
less than the actual cost. 

The North Carolina commission had found that 
although the operation of this particular train would 
be at a loss, the entire business of the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad in the State of North Carolina was 
conducted at a profit. The Sureme Court referred 
to this finding of the commission, but did not place 
its decision upon that ground. The broad holding 
of the court was that the State of North Carolina 
might regulate its railways either by direct legis- 
lative enactment, or through the medium of an ad- 
ministrative body, and that the regulating require- 
ment, whether statute or commission order, would be 
obligatory upon the railway unless so far arbitrary 
and unreasonable as to exceed the limits of just reg- 
ulation. In substance the court said that if an entire 
schedule of rates did not yield to a carrier an ade- 
quate return upon the property invested, that might 
amount to conclusive evidence that these rates were 
in violation of the fourteenth amendment, but that 
where the question arose upon a single rate or a 
single practice, it could not be conclusively inferred 
from the mere fact that the cost of the service was 
more than the amount allowed or received, that the 
order requiring the rate or practice was void under 
the due process or equal protection clauses of the 
constitution. In such case it must appear that the 
order was so unreasonable and arbitrary as not to 
be an act of fair regulation. 
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What I have said as to the practical finality of 
the decisions of the commission in those cases where 
that decision represents the exercise of its judgment 
would result also from the nature of the matters in- 
volved. These questions are not law questions. 
They cannot be readily understood without a certain 
amount of antecedent knowledge of the subject em- 
braced. The records in important cases are long and 
involved, and well-nigh meaningless to a judge. 
Courts would almost of necessity accept the findings 
of the commission upon questions of fact, unless they 
were clearly and unmistakably wrong. It is worthy 
of note that under the old law, where the entire 
matter was reviewable, the Supreme Court never re- 
versed the finding of the Commission upon a ques- 
tion of fact, and always insisted that the courts 
should have the benefit of the opinion of this expert 
tribunal in the first instance. 

In the recent argument of a very important case 
the attorney for the railways, a gentleman who has 
been identified with this subject of federal regula- 
tion from its inception, and who has probably given 
the matter more attention than any other man, said 
in substance at the close of his argument: 

‘*T desire to direct the attention of the Commission 
to the changed situation. In the past I have been 
able to ask the courts to review the findings of this 
body. In the future, as a practical matter, I can no 
longer do so. Your decision upon questions involv- 
ing the reasonableness of a rate is practically final.’’ 

I think he was right. In the case in which he was 
speaking, within a range of many hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, the finding of the Commission is un- 
doubtedly conclusive. 

It appears from the above cases that no claim 
looking either to the future, or to the past, with re- 
spect to the reasonableness or justice of an interstate 
railway rate, can be originally made in any tribunal 
except the Interstate Commerce Commission. That 
this jurisdiction must be extensive follows from the 
amount and nature of the interstate railway trans- 
portation of this country. Just what it may mean 
cannot be stated with certainty yet. There have 
been filed with the Commission in the first eleven 
months since the amended law took effect, August 
28, 1906, 316 formal complaints, and 220 petitions 
for reparation damages. The reparation cases really 
depend upon the decision in other cases, and there- 
fore their disposition is largely clerical when the 
principal case has been decided. The formal com- 
plaints vary in importance. Very few of them are 
significant, for it is the characteristic of these cases 
that while the amount involved in a particular com- 
plaint may be apparently small the principle is far- 
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reaching. It can never be known with certainty 
where the change of a particular rate will stop. 

We have before us at the present time, for ex- 
ample, a complaint by the city of Spokane. Spokane 
lies four hundred miles nearer to the Missouri River 
than Seattle or Tacoma, but the rates to that city 
from eastern destinations are higher than to the 
coast towns. 

The amount involved to the city of Spokane alone 
would be large each year, but this is not the serious 
thing. Whatever treatment is accorded Spokane 
must be extended to other intermediate localities. 
The Union Pacific system has filed a statement show- 
ing that to have applied the rates which it must 
apply if the contention of Spokane is upheld, would 
have cost that system upon the business actually 
handled during the last year, $8,000,000. To sustain 
the prayer of Spokane would reduce the net rev- 
enues of that system $8,000,000 annually, which upon 
a basis of four per cent. amounts to $200,000,000 in 
the market value of these properties. And the Union 
Pacific system is but one of the transcontinental sys- 
tems which would be affected by this reduction. 

We have before us now a case brought by the Cat- 
tle Raisers’ Association of Texas, putting in issue 
certain advances in rates upon live stock. The only 
question involved is the reasonableness of these rates. 
While we have no exact information, it is probable 
that the amount of these advances is from two to 
three millions of dollars annually. 

And these decisions not only involve enormous 
sums of money, but often determine whether a local- 
ity shall do business, or an industry exist. I say to 
you with confidence that save only the federal court 
of last resort, no court in this land entertains ques- 
tions of greater importance than those which will 
be passed upon by this Commission. 

The conclusion of the whole matter is this. If the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is vested with a 
jurisdiction so tremendous in extent, and of such 
finality every effort should be made to provide a 
body adequate to the trust. That Commission under 
the present law is charged with two sets of duties re- 
quiring diverse qualifications for their discharge. It 
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stands, first, as representative of the government to 
see that these highways are in fact public. It is com- 
manded to enforce the provisions of the Act to Reg- 
ulate Commerce. It must see that rates are reason- 
able and just; that the practices and regulations of 
railways are not oppressive; that the penalties pro- 
vided by the Act are enforced. In the near future 
its powers must be extended to the operation of the 
railway as well. These duties are largely executive. 
They can best be discharged by a single head, re- 
sponsible to the executive, and answerable to the 
spur of popular criticism. 

Second, this Commission is in essence a judicial 
tribunal which hears and decides complaints. The 
qualifications of such a body are the exact opposite 
of the other. Its membership should be numerous 
so that its decisions may be the resultant of inde- 
pendent minds. It should be entirely withdrawn 
from all political and personal influences, and it 
should have time for the deliberate consideration of 
the matters coming before it. 

I very much doubt whether the same body can 
properly discharge both these functions. In the end 
it will either become remiss in its executive duties 
or will, in the zeal of those, become unfit for the dis- 
passionate performance of its judicial functions. 
Whatever may have been true in the past the time 
has come when the Commission should be relieved 
of all its duties except the hearing and deciding of 
complaints. 

There are several ways in which this might be ac- 
complished. The Commission itself might perhaps be 
reorganized, and its duties divided. Its executive 
functions could be transferred to a bureau in some 
department. I have myself thought that a new de- 
partment should be created. Such a department 
would from the first have occupation in plenty. No 
department would be oftener applied to by all 
classes, nor would any be of more service to the 
whole public, railways and patrons alike. In begin- 
ning this paper I had intended to refer more in detail 
to this matter, but my limit has been reached before 
my subject, and I can only urge the desirability of 
accomplishing the thing in some manner. 
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Assailing the Judiciary 


A Reply to Justice Gaynor.*

This day is emphatically the day of the theory 
builder. True, the problems which now confront us 
are not novel, although we are inclined to assume 
that they are. A search through History’s records 
shows that every nation has in greater or less degree 
passed through experiences analogous to those which 
we are encountering. The relations between the 
haves and the havenots assumed an acute phase when 
the plebs seceded to the Mons Sacer. The diminished 
birth-rate we are informed was a great subject of 
worry to the Emperor Augustus, who on one oc- 
casion addressed a truly Rooseveltian speech to 
members of the Roman aristocracy. The futility of 
applying legislation as a cure-all was shown in the 
melancholy fiasco in which the sumptuary laws re- 
sulted. Employer attempted to gain the upper hand 
of employee by the Statute of Laborers. As for the 
great graft question, well 


“Who shall doubt the secret hid 
Under Cheop’s pyramid 

Was that the contractor did 
Cheops out of several millions? 
Or that Joseph’s sudden rise 

To Comptroller of Supplies 

Was a fraud of monstrous size 

On King Pharaoh’s sweet civilians. 


As it was in the beginning 
Is to-day official sinning 
And shall be for evermore.” 


True the stage is set with different scenery, other 
actors have assumed the roles, here and there a line 
is dropped or altered. But the play is the same. The 
Hamlet of to-day is the Hamlet of the Globe Theatre, 
though waving canvas has replaced printed sign 
which told the spectators that the scene was on the 
battlements of Elsinore. Indeed, if it be true, after 
all, that there is nothing new under the sun and 
the novelists’ airy speculations are not unfounded, it 
may be that the analogy will be found complete, 
and that the cities of Kor and Al Kyris witnessed the 
struggles between rival telegraph and telephone com- 
panies. And when we read to-day of governmental 
war waged against the Standard Oil, the fight for 
the control of Illinois Central or the latest insurance 
fraud, is it not also permissible to wonder

Justice William J. Gaynor, of Brooklyn, took occasion 
yesterday, when formally notified of his renomination to the 
Supreme Court bench, to utter a warning against what he 
considered a tendency of the courts to undo legislation. 
Property rights, he declared, were safe, and there was not 
much need of protection from the judiciary in this respect. 

Committees representing the Democratic Party, the Re- 
publican Party, and the Independence League in the Second 
Judicial District waited upon Justice Gaynor in the Kings 
County Court House and notified him of his nomination. 
Speeches were made by Assistant Corporation Counsel P. B. 
Callahan, Gen. Horatio C. King and William Adams Robin- 
son. Responding, Justice Gaynor said that in his time on 
the bench he had rendered some decisions in great public 
cases which he knew would be reversed on appeal, but he 
would do the same thing over again. 

This country, he added, was now passing through great 
economic changes, and he hoped that they were not to be 
obstructed or thwarted by the judiciary. The judges should 
not be mere obstructionists to the wholesome reforms of 
statesmen and the people. Judges and lawyers should be 
conservative in the true sense, but not hidebound and reac- 
tionary. ; 

“In the hands of enlightened judges,” he continued, “our 
common law is elastic enough to be adapted to the Nation’s 
progress instead of being made a stumbling block in the 
way. We have also to consider whether the trend of the 
courts has not come to be too great toward setting aside 
acts of the Legislatures. Many are of opinion that the 
courts are going too far, and are too eager in that direction. 
Our Legislatures have the unquestionable right to regulate 
the rates and fares of public service corporations. In this 
State the Legislature, by a committee appointed by it for 
the purpose, and aided by eminent counsel and the highest 
expert advice, made an exhaustive examination of the cost 
of the manufacture and supplying of gas, with a view to 
reducing its price in our large cities. On the report made 
the Legislature, with due deliberation and care, reduced the 
price to 80 cents. A Master in Chancery and a judge forth- 
with declared the statute void on the ground that it vio- 
lated that provision of the Federal or State Constitution 
which forbids the taking of private property without com- 
pensation. 

“It is certain that those who framed and passed that con- 
stitutional provision never dreamed of its being put to such 
a purpose. There is no danger in my judgment, of our 
Legislatures confiscating private property. It has never 
been done in the Anglo-Saxon world, or anywhere else for 
that matter, unless in revolutions in which wrongs were 
righted.” 
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There comes a time in the life of every nation, as 
in the life of every man, when certain questions 
must be met and solved. Woe to the nation or to 
the man if the correct solution be not found. Nor 
may we justly cherish the hope that any solution is 
final. New phases will arise, new difficulties be 
encountered which will demand elimination, modi- 
fication, or novel remedy. It were puerile to believe 
that we should escape the common lot. That these 
problems are receiving fuller discussion, that they 
appear more prominently before the public eye, that 
reasons which are the products of deeper thought 
are given for and against a plan of amelioration is 
due merely to the wide dissemination of knowledge, 
in fine to an increase of education. 

A glance at history reveals no distrust more deep 
seated than the distrust of law as administered by 
the courts. The attitude of Jack Cade, who first 
proposed to kill all lawyers, and of the Puritan 
fathers, who excluded members of the profession 
from the Colony, are merely typical. To an honest, 
thought impatient, reformer who sees only the evils 
under which he labors, nothing is more exasperating 
than careful and deliberate action. It is far better, 
he argues, to apply the crudest and most hastily con- 
ceived remedy and then should it prove defective, 
try another, usually cruder though pretty certain 
to be more drastic. For the demagogue, no method 
presents greater chances of profit than to out-howl 
the other members of his party. 

Now the legislative branch being in close touch 
with the people, assuredly closer than the judicial, 
and, I believe, closer than the executive, is peculiarly 
fitted to become the prey of every popular emotion. 
More particularly is this true with regard to State 
legislatures. It was undoubtedly in the minds of the 
framers of our various constitutions that each 
Upper House should occupy a position somewhat 
analogous to the English House of Lords. The age 
limit of its members is usually higher, the term of 
office longer, the salary greater and the assumption 
is not unwarranted that its supposed conservatism 
was intended to act as a wholesome check upon the 
exuberance of the lower body. While this result to 
a certain extent has been achieved in Congress, it 
has not been attained in the government of the 
States, for with scarcely an exception (if indeed 
there is any exception at all) the Upper House is as 
popular in feeling as is the lower. Hence we have 
a situation where the legislative branch is sub- 
servient to popular clamor, with the result that no 
alleged reform however abhorrent to comomn sense 
but stands a reasonable chance of enactment into 
law provided that it presents a specious appearance 
and the clamor is sufficiently loud. 
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Sir Henry Maine’ has called attention to the 
fact that social necessities and social opinions are 
always more or less in advance of law. We may 
come indefinitely near to the closing of the gap 
between them, but it has a perpetual tendency to 
reopen. Law, it is said, is stable; society is pro- 
Still, though the truth of this is apparent, 
present day conditions and tendencies may force us 
to doubt the conclusion which the learned writer 
drew that ‘‘the greater or less happiness of a people 
depends on the degree of promptitude with which 
the gulf is narrowed.”’ 

It must be kept in mind that when this was said 
Sir Henry Maine had in view the three agencies by 
which law is brought into harmony with society. Of 
these, fictions or assumptions which conceal or 
affect to conceal the alteration of a rule of law, can- 
not now be said to exercise any influence. 

On the other hand equity, the second agency 
whose interference with law is open and avowed 
and whose claim to authority is grounded not on the 
prerogative of any external person or body, but on 
the special nature of its principles to which it is 
alleged that all law ought to conform, is an existing 
force which is becoming more and more to be recog- 
nized as permeating and vivifying our so-called 
common law. While all are aware that every volume 
of reports contains decisions which, while they ac- 
cord with technical rules, fail to square with prin- 
ciples of abstract justice, yet the emancipation of 
law from the thralldom of unbending principles is 
becoming more and more manifest to the careful 
student of contemporary jurisprudence. Were an 
illustration needed it would be found in the manner 
in which the courts of Massachusetts have wrought 
justice without the aid of legislation in dealing with 
questions of industrial competition, the boycott, and 
interference with contract. Observe also the ex- 
pansion of that chapter of the law which deals with 
fraud. 

It seems scarcely necessary to observe that the 
term equity as used in this connection is not to be 
considered in a restricted sense and as referring to 
‘that system of justice which was administered by 
the High Court of Chancery in England in the exer- 
cise of its extraordinary jurisdiction,’’ but rather, to 
borrow from Aristotle, ‘‘the correction of the law 
where it is defective by reason of its universal- 
ity.’’* The point which it is desired to bring out 
is that our courts are alive to the exigencies of the 
times and are showing little, if any, hesitation in 
grappling with them. True it is, that as from their

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very nature they can only deal with questions when 
presented, any attempt to keep even pace with pub- 
lic opinion would be futile. Nor can aught be done 
but evolve or construe a principle in accordance 
with the rule of greatest good to greatest number, 
which rule, after all, is the foundation of law, where- 
as the third instrumentality mentioned by Maine, or 
legislation, is apt to view the question with an eye 
to the particular hardship which may be imposed in 
a given case, thus arguing from the particular to 
the general rather than from the general to the par- 
ticular." But this very conservatism and adherence 
to established and just rules is, after all, calculated 
to prove the greatest of safeguards. 

There is no disposition to undervalue statutory law 
as a corrective force, yet the very facility with which 
it may be and is invoked should teach the necessity 
of caution. So much has been said on the dangers of 
over-legislation that it is unnecessary to elaborate 
this point. The most fervent partisan of popular 
government will scarcely, I think, care to maintain 
that our law-making bodies are composed of indi- 
viduals whose ability will stand measurement by a 
high standard. Even were it otherwise, the absolute 
dependence of the legislator upon popular favor and 
the scant time allowed for the consideration of an 
individual measure, owing to the multiplicity of bills 
introduced, would account for the unsatisfactory re- 
sults achieved. When the community realizes that 
blind partisanship and a mental attitude which de- 
mands the passage of a certain number of bills per 
year irrespective of quality, are not the sole evidences 
of fitness for office, the power of legislation for good 
will be markedly increased, or, to speak more accu- 
rately, its capacity to harm will be markedly lessened.” 





Jones‘ has been libelled and desires a speedy trial. Un- 
fortunately, the Courts are three years behindhand. Now, 
no peculiar sanctity attaches to libel actions which entitles 
them to priority over others, but the Legislature is im- 
pressed with the hardship of Jones’ case and passes an act 
giving actions of this class a preference. The remedy 
should be so framed as not only to afford relief to Jones, 
but to all other suitors, no matter what the nature of their 
actions might be. 

Another illustration: A notary-stockholder may not take 
acknowledgments to an instrument in which his corporation 
is interested. This rule, however, is transgressed by Jones 
and gross injustice would result were it enforced. Now, if 
the rule is proper, it should be upheld; if not, it should be 
abrogated altogether; yet many legislatures have from time 
to time adopted the absurd course of legalizing all such 
acknowledgments previously taken.

Our present method of choosing members of our gov- 
erning bodies is producing results about as satisfac- 
torily as though we had followed the system which, so 
Montesquieu declares, obtains in China of appointing 
each year the most industrious laborer to a mandar- 
inate." With an Executive rampant, a populace 
whose screams for new laws as the panacea for all 
existing ills, roll in thick volumes to the skies above, 
with legislatures complaisant, reasoning conserva- 
tism finds its last refuge in the courts. Tear down 
that refuge, and the result is unthinkable. Yet 
there are those who would weaken its foundation, 
tear out its props, raze its buttresses, without a 
thought of how great would be the fall thereof, nay 
of the absolute certainty that they themselves would 
be buried beneath the ruins, for it was of men of 
such type that the society of Girondins was com- 
posed—men in the main honest in conviction, but 
unendowed with the gift of far-sightedness. Is it 
not amazing that attempts should be made to un- 
chain forces which we are fully conscious will escape 
from control? 

This nation’s Chief Executive has seen fit to criti- 
cise the action of a member of the judiciary possessed 
of the moral courage to declare unconstitutional an act 
passed by Congress in a manner as slavish as ever 
Parliament of Royalist France registered the decree of 
lit de justice. This spectacle of an attack by one 
branch of the government upon another branch of 
equal dignity sufficiently outrages the proprieties. 
Even Jefferson’s description of the Supreme Court as 
an aggregation of sappers and miners who were grad- 
ually undermining the foundations of American lib- 
erty, is not its equal, for it was privately spoken.” But 
when one who holds high rank in our judicial councils 
takes it upon himself to denounce the action of one of 
his colleagues in interpreting the Constitution, we can 
only wonder at the blindness (to use no harsher term) 
which has induced such an attack. If reported cor- 
rectly, the statement of Justice Gaynor that ‘‘he had 
rendered some decisions in great public cases which 
he knew would be reversed on appeal, but he would 
do the same thing over again’’ is unfortunate in the 
extreme. If by it he meant that he was prepared to 
apply his own interpretation of the law in cases of 
novel impression, though conscious that the appellate 
tribunal would probably disagree with him, no ex- 
ception can be taken. In so doing he acts within his 
privileges. A judge under such circumstances should 
declare the law as he believes it to be. On the other

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hand, if, as scarcely seems possible, Judge Gaynor 
meant to convey the impression that he would over- 
ride principles distinctly enunciated by his judicial 
superiors, then he confesses to deliberate and mon- 
strous intention to deny justice. Our jurisprudence, 
unlike that of Continental Europe, is built upon pre- 
cedent as declared by iue higher tribunals. 

Our government is one of checks and balances.’ 
Unlimited power is not vested in any department. 
Each acts and re-acts upon the other, but no one may 
interfere with the other in the exercise of its func- 
tions. If dissensions arise between co-ordinate 
branches disaster is inevitable. From the time of 
Marbury v. Madison our courts, in resisting the ag- 
gressions of the Executive and of the lawmaker, 
have proven themselves worthy of all confidence. 
Often they may have erred, but as a bulwark against 
which the waves of popular clamor beat in vain the 
necessity of their continued possession of the fullest 
powers has been shown on too many occasions to 


justify attack. 
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In 1894 when more than a thousand freight cars 
were burned in the railroad strike at Chicago, when 
trains were derailed, passengers fired upon and lives 
lost, when the officers of the Union themselves de- 
clared ‘‘that the strike was threatening not only every 
public interest but the peace, security and prosperity 
of our common country,’” it was an injunction by 
a court of the United States which stopped the flood 
at its source. It was a Federal Judge who the other 
day imposed upon a delinquent corporation the 
greatest fine known in history. 

Despite all demagogic attacks our people trust 
their courts, for if they did not our society would 
not last a day. It is to the ability and disposition of 
our tribunals to pursue undeterred the even tenor 
of their way that we must look for our salvation.

Throughout history the Tories and Whigs, Con- 
servatives and Liberals, Federalists and Anti-Fed- 
eralists, Republicans and Democrats have appeared 
under different aspects in the policies of all. coun- 
tries: the one side representing the principle of cen- 
tralization, the other the principle of distribution of 
powers in government. The whole truth resides neither 
in the Republican nor Democratic principles exclu- 
sively ; and the causes with which the respective par- 
ties have been identified in the past confirm our posi- 
tion. We find the Democratic party the consistent 
foe to anything savoring of centralization of power, 
whether that opposition be expressed by hostility to- 
ward a national bank, toward a high tariff, or toward 
the annulment of any of the prerogatives of the 
States; while the Republicans have been the avowed 
defenders of the opposite ideas involving the suprem- 
acy of the nation over the individual State leaning 
more—in theory—to monarchy than to democracy. 
Often in the history of this country the two op- 
posing parties have drifted far from their original 
principles; the Democratic party for instance being 
identified with the harboring of slavery; and the 
Republicans later sanctioning the usurpations of the 
presidency. In the struggle for the assertion and 
suppression of State rights, is contained the nucleus

of the difference between the rival parties. That 
struggle is going on to-day with unabating vigor. 
The Democratic party erred in the past in permitting 
its advocacy of State rights to magnify those local 
powers to the impairment of the federal government. 
But if the Democratic party was wrong in becoming 
identified with the principle of secession—though it 
was Jackson who first assailed the right—the Repub- 
licans equally erred in their determination, asserted 
to-day with renewed force, to ignore the constitu- 
tional guaranty that wisely reserves to the States 
all powers neither conferred upon the federal gov- 
ernment, nor denied to the States. 

The conflict between advocates of a strong central 
government and popular government in this country 
derived its first impetus from Alexander Hamilton 
(born in 1757), the founder of the Federal party. 
Arguing for the establishment of a National Bank, 
he contended that the government had such authority 
under the right to assume such powers as should be 
necessary to carry out those expressly conferred by 
the Constitution. 


Some affected to see danger in the latitude ac- 
corded the government by such a construction of 
the Constitution, and the contest between defenders 
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of a strong central government and exponents of 
State rights was inaugurated. 

Among those prominent for counsels of moderation 
may be mentioned Madison (born in 1751), fourth 
President, who advocated a course intermediate be- 
tween the extreme Hamiltonian policy and the ex- 
treme State rights’ principle. 

The Civil War was in many respects one of the 
most laudable and most lamentable struggles‘ ever 
waged. There was sacrifice for principle exhibited 
by the South in its defense of what it conceived to 
lie exclusively within its own province equally as 
well as by the North in the determination to put 
down slavery. But there was the unfortunate neces- 
sity for coercive measures required to preserve the 
Union. Loyalty resting upon compulsion is im- 
possible. There has ever been much speculation by 
those who regret that tremendous struggle whether 
war could not have been avoided. One of the sug- 
gested modes of escape—government purchase of 
the slaves and payment in Western lands—recog- 
nized the complicity of the whole country in the evil. 
Others have thought that if the Southern States 
were permitted to withdraw, the universal law of 
union in self-defense would have eventually re- 
asserted itself. It may be that war was inevitable: 
Lincoln himself seemed to regard it in the light of a 
Providential dispensation. But it was a necessity re- 
gretted by no one more keenly than by the great 
leader swept away beneath its weight. 

The Philippine situation was forced as unwillingly 
upon McKinley as the Civil War was upon Lincoln. 
McKinley was deserted by such earnest supporters 
as Senator Hoar, in the acquisition of the islands. 
The inability of the Filipinos to protect themselves, 
and their exposure to attack were the reasons as- 
signed for the purchase of the islands, and the as- 
sumption of the obligations of promoting the wel- 
fare of the inhabitants. But the high tariff on 
Philippine products and the possibility of making 
the islands a base of naval operations commensurate 
with our ambitions as a world power naturally casts 
suspicion over our vaunted altruism. Secretary 
Taft’s efforts in behalf of local self-government for 
the Filipinos, and for the reduction of the tariff 
upon their products, should and will be credited on 
the side of national consistency and self-respect. 

Contact with American influences has resulted 
beneficially for the Filipinos. Even were we to con- 
cede malevolent designs upon the Philippines, con- 
ditions have improved from a standpoint of sanita- 
tion and general enlightenment. Throughout his- 
tory questionable agencies have often had desirable 
uses. All countries subdued by Rome bore the im- 
press of good roads and improved conditions; and 


Napoleon’s lawless career of usurpation was not un- 
attended by its good results in the improved laws 
and conditions of countries conquered. There may 
be much honest difference of opinion as to the pro- 
priety of the purchase of the Philippines; but there 
is little doubt that the condition of those islands 
has vastly improved under American oversight and 
tutelage. 

Within recent years questions confronting the 
country have assumed such proportions as to war- 
rant some concern for the safety of what Benjamin 
Franklin called the last experiment of humanity for 
free government. A German professor has lately 
pointed out that the chief distinction between Ger- 
many and America lay in the fact that Germany’s 
limited resources have given rise to a race of scien- 
tists and thinkers rather than to great industrial 
leaders; while America’s unbounded resources have 
engaged the leading men in developing the coun- 
try dormant possibilities. Perhaps in indicating this 
distinction the professor has also indicated one of 
the chief causes for many of the problems now 
crowding upon the country. For in the thirst for 
achievement, as President Hadley of Yale has point- 
ed out, there is often a lack of discrimination shown: 
there are efforts after vast results without much 
regard to the direction of those efforts. In the 
train of evils flowing from the centralization of 
wealth, popular government seems to be threatened. 

We need not refer to the recent insurance dis- 
closures in this State, to the investigation into the 
traction merger now being conducted, or to the 
federal investigations of the beef industry, railroads, 
and the Standard Oil, or to the loss of confidence so 
apparent in business, to emphasize the self-evident 
fact that the trust question is still of paramount 
concern. Evils due to the monopolization of prod- 
ucts not naturally the subject of exclusive owner- 
ship, seems to have crystallized within recent times, 
and have stirred the Republican party into activity. 
The Republican Administration at present is engaged 
in unparalleled efforts to remedy matters universally 
recognized to be serious and long accumulating. The 
recent crusade against the Standard Oil Co. and the 
railroads—the former for accepting, the latter for 
indulging in the practice of giving rebates whereby 
weak rivals are discriminated against in favor of 
large corporations—has had a paralyzing effect upon 
industrial conditions, as the depression in stocks and 
the inability to secure loans attest. Dissatisfaction 
has resulted at the unrelenting determination of 
federal officials to-day to stop flagrant violations of 
interstate commerce laws by corporations, however 
invulnerable. The press is divided in its attitude 
toward the President, who is looked upon as the 
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most inveterate advocate of aggressiveness toward 
corporate lawlessness. 

There is much indiscriminate opposition to cor- 
porations to-day, which has undoubtedly affected 
business unfavorably. Editors and public men alike 
are agreed that conservatism is imperative. Such 
rate laws, for instance, as that enacted by North 
Carolina, the enforcement of which was enjoined 
by a federal court, and a similar rate bill recently 
vetoed in this State by the Governor, evidence a 
lurking distrust that transportation rates are every- 
where exhorbitant and could be reduced without 
injuring property rights. 

If after due consideration of the expenses and earn- 
ings of a road fares are found to be excessive then 
they should be reduced. But rate laws can only be 
safely enacted when resting upon evidence. 

There are fortunes to be hazarded in railroad 
ventures and no sane person can be induced to risk 
vast wealth when the chances for loss are great and 
the prospects of return are minimized by law. Cor- 


porate excesses may compel the resort to undesirable 


experiments; but one of the most useful factors in 
the country’s development will doubtless be serious- 
ly affected by the era of indiscriminate legislation 
respecting railroads already entered into. In the 
reactions against corporate excesses rapidly gaining 
in force, radical policies that endanger property and 
other absolute rights are steadily held at bay by the 
breastworks of stalwart conservatism. But as ex- 
tremes are usually necessary to counteract long 
standing abuses we may have to ascend the wave of 
radicalism ere normal conditions can be restored. 
Indiscriminate rate making should be dis- 
tinguished from the prosecution of railroads and 
corporations for giving and receiving rebates. Rig- 
orous enforcement of the law is necessary whatever 
the discord created. It is unfortunate, as the Presi- 
dent has well said, that in the path of industrial 
depression due to the enforcement of law, the rights 
of unoffending third persons should have to suffer. 
But for hardships that will inevitably result, it is 
unjust to hold the officers of the law responsible. 
The worst evil this or any country could suffer is 
che example of defiance of law which the ‘‘silver 
barrier *twixt man and man”’ can set up. 
Sympathy for an earnest endeavor to enforce the 
law impartially, does not denote hero-worship, or 
approval of wholesale denunciation of corporations 
as such. Undoubtedly conservatism can not be 
too strongly emphasized, lest in attacking evils the 
‘*soul of goodness,’’ which is said to lurk in things 
evil, be destroyed. But as Justice Gaynor has well 
said in a recent address: ‘‘Everyone should support 
the President and the government in eradicating 
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this great evil. And we must see to it that a suc- 
cessor to President Roosevelt is elected who will con- 
tinue the work with his unabated energy and pur- 
pose.’’ Justice Gaynor further advoctes not govern- 
ment ownership of railroads, which Bismarck was 
forced to inaugurate in Germany, but the appoint- 
ment of governmental agents to see that no rate 
discriminations shall go unpunished. Perhaps the 
Hepburn Law, if properly enforced, providing for 
the imprisonment of refractory railroad officials, 
would render unnecessary any governmental inter- 
ference with private activities. Drastic remedies 
like government regulation or proposed federal 
licenses would confer such paternalistic powers on 
the government that they can hardly commend them- 
selves to reflecting persons, unless as a last desperate 
resort. 

We commend the attitude of editors who protest at 
the dictation of the policies of successors in office, 
however confident men may be of the efficacy of 
their remedies or the honesty of their own motives. 
Too much reliance cannot safely be placed upon 
alleged Presidential utterances, however, as the 
newspapers sometimes misrepresent the statements 
of public men. But it is not from any deluded idea 
that one alone of all our citizens is capable of coping 
with the situation, that we commend the courageous 
determination of the President and federal agents to 
enforce the law impartially. It is often charged that 
the policy of the Republican Administration is es- 
sentially destructive; that it aims at vindictiveness 
for past offienses rather than at the attempt to pre- 
vent evils in the future. At the present time Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner Lane reports that a 
certain prominent railroad has up to September of 
this year given rebates. The President of the road 
has disclaimed knowledge of the practice, and the 
Commissioner is inclined to exempt him from 
knowledge. But does any one suppose that railroads 
would voluntarily refrain from the practice? It 
may be conceded that neither prosecutions nor 
coercion can bring about respect for the law: but 
they may make lawbreaking very unpopular. 

Justice Gaynor’s appeal to everyone to support 
the government in its earnest efforts to eradicate 
the rebate evil should be considered by all. Our 
federal officers, irrespective of politics, seem very 
generally to keep in view the interests of the public; 
while in this State, as Governor Hughes has re- 
marked, though nothing is yet perfect, public officials 
are meeting the public demand that office holding 
shall be considered a public trust. In the example of 
independence of bosses which men like Jerome from 


time to time assert, the ultimtae emancipation of 


politics from the sway of men regarding office as a 
thing of private profit is foreshadowed. 

Difference of opinion as to the advisability of 
national policies is inevitable. But frequently the 
greatest antagonism is displayed between men united 
as to patriotic motives, but nominally differing. The 
controversy between supporters of a strong central- 
ized government in this country, and upholders of 
State rights has been waged long and appears to 
many historians to have been the proximate cause 
of the Civil War. In one of its latest aspects the old 
conflict takes the shape of threatened invasion by 
the government of the powers of the State over 
commodities that may subsequently become the sub- 
ject of interstate commerce. Both factions have in 
end the preservation of individual freedom and 
private rights, but one side thinks a highly central- 
ized form of government necessary to secure those 
ends, the other deems such a form of government 
hostile to such ends. The comparatively recent 
statement of Secretary Root that constructions of 
the Constitution would be ‘‘found’’ to persuade 
delinquent States to discharge their obligations, 
caused much comment. The contest has been long 
carried on under different shapes with a bitterness 
unwarranted by the real difference between the con- 
testants. 

There is one. feature of the Administration’s policy 
that may justly arouse apprehension. The transfer 
of the fleet to the Pacific is regarded by some as a 
legitimate move, and by others it is invested with 
political significance. The Pacific cruise may be a 
patriotic thing: preparation for war is not necessari- 
ly inconsistent with the strongest advocacy of peace. 
But the country certainly has not yet had sufficient 
reasons for such a movement at this time. It may 
be that diplomatic secrets could not safely be 
divulged. But the President through his speeches 
has failed to enlighten the situation any, beyond 
the mere statement that the Pacific Coast is ours as 
well as the Atlantic. 

The significance of the removal of the fleet to the 
Pacific remains unintelligible. Senator Hoar dur- 
ing his declining years, deplored the ‘‘cheap and 
tinsel military glory’’ which was fast becoming sub- 
stituted for that reputation of quiet efficiency which 
this country has ever enjoyed. This country has 
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never been known for its cheap display of military 
powers; but none who ever aggressed ever doubted 
that prowess. 

When we consider how much there is to be lost 
and how little to be gained by war, any movement 


that could be construed as a rash attempt to court 
trouble should be avoided. A victory in war is only 
attained by killing off heroic adversaries, and this 


kind of triumph advancing civilization is gradually 
coming to reject. The slightest aggression cannot 
be honorably tolerated, but there should be no rash 
endeavor to woo danger. Besides, war pushes civil- 
ization back years, and drains a country’s best 
energies. It was with profound appreciation of the 
evils of war that McKinley uttered the memorable 
warning at Buffalo: ‘‘Let us ever remember that our 
interests are in concord, not in conflict, and that our 
real eminence rests in the victories of peace, not 
those of war.’’ 

In emphasizing the horror with which all regard 
war, and the just hostility toward any movement 
that could be regarded as tampering with danger, 
we do not overlook the fact that the President was 
quick to deplore the strained relations arising out of 
the exclusion of Japanese pupils from the schools of 
San Francisco. The President even promised more, 
upon the original outbreak of trouble in California, 
than in the opinion of many constitutional lawyers 
he could have performed. For educational relations 
are held to lie within a State’s administrative pow- 
ers, and notwithstanding the acknowledged suprem- 
acy of the Constitution and treaties enacted there- 
under, no treaty is constitutional that violates the 
constitutional apportionment of powers. Japan 
must be presumed to have contracted with reference 
to the government’s limited authority to bind a 
State by treaty provisions. At least strict construc- 
tionists of the Constitution so contend. But the 
President’s vigorous disapproval of needless trouble 
between the two countries was sympathized with 
even by those who regarded the unfortunate episode 
as irremediable. 

We desire to credit the President with every effort 
to preserve harmonious realtions with Japan, while 
at the same time forced to view with concern a 
flourish of arms apparently unwarranted. 
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Critical Comment 
DR. GILLETTE. 

If the existence of a criminal code is to be justified, 
it must be for the reason that society has a right, as 
it has the power, to employ all necessary measures to 
protect itself. To say that punishment is used to 
reform the offender or to deter others is only begging 
the question, for logically neither object can be 
sought unless the reformer has some interest in its 
accomplishment. 

In imposing the sentence from which Dr. Gillette 
has appealed it is evident that the idea of reforma- 
tion in so far as he is concerned has no place. Noth- 
ing is more unlikely than that the ex-vice president 
of the Mutual Life Insurance Company will repeat 
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the offense. Society is amply protected against the 
future commission of similar acts by him. 

As a deterrent to others, however, the sentence 
should be upheld. It has often been said and it is 
unfortunately true that juries in general do not 
seem inclined to regard commercial crimes with the 
seriousness with which they treat crimes of violence. 
It is far more difficult to convict the corporation 
officer who perjures himself in an annual report than 
the ‘‘second story man,’’ although the evidence ad- 
duced by the prosecution may be equally strong in 
both cases. Of all crimes short of murder or rape, 
perjury is probably the chief, for it is a direct 
attack upon justice itself. Likewise it is the most 
difficult to establish. A day spent in court is likely 
to send the spectator away in a frame of mind in 
which he will feel disposed to subscribe to the dictum 
of a celebrated English jurist, who observed that 
‘An ancient Jewish king has said in his haste, all 
men are liars. If he had sat here for a year he would 
have said it in his leisure.’’ 

While the peculiar features of the case are cal- 
culated to arouse sympathy for the criminal whose 
health, so his physicians declare, is in so precarious a 
state that a death warrant might as well have been 
signed, the urgent necessity which confronts society 
of protecting itself against crimes of this character 
makes the case one where leniency cannot well be 
exercised. 


THE PLEASURES OF BIGAMY. 


What dire offence from amorous causes springs. 
—Pope. 

Some rather remarkable law has of late been dis- 
pensed from the magistrates’ bench. Chief in point 
of novelty is the judgment of Justice Foster of the 
New York Special Sessions, who suspended sentence 
upon a person found guilty of bigamy, with the pro- 
viso that the defendant should thereafter support 
both wives. To mitigate the hardship of being 
forced to purchase in duplicate, the privilege of 
selecting a ‘‘lawful wife’’ was accorded, though with 
the added restriction that the selection must be made 
once and for all. 

True, a Magistrate’s decisions, like those of an 
Oriental Cadi, are supposed to be founded not so 
much upon hard and fast law as upon natural equity ; 
but it is evident that results passing strange may 
follow this precedent. May not a gentleman of amor- 
ous propensities enter into wedlock till he rival Bluff 
King Hal, the law making no objection thereto? 
Will justice not be satisfied if, after making a reason- 
able provision for his own support, the balance of 
his income is equally divided among the parties con- 
cerned. 
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ABATEMENT AND SurvivaL.—Under a statutory 
rule that a right of action for a negligent injury to 
a minor accrues to the father if he be alive at the 
time of the injury, a cause of action for such an in- 
jury is held, in Kings vs. Southern R. Co. (Ga.), 8 
L. R. A. (N. S.), 544, not to survive to the mother of 
the child, although the father was injured at the same 
time as the child, and lived only a short time there- 
after. 

Fraup—MeEasure oF Damaces.—In an action for 
damages for fraud which induced an exchange of 
property, the measure of damages is held, in George 
vs. Hesse (Tex.), 8 L. R. A. (N. S.), 804, not to be the 
difference between the value of the property received 
and what it would have been had the representations 
been true, but the difference between the value of 
the property received and that parted with. 








InsuNcTION AGAINsT PickeTine.—The right of a 
merchant to an injunction against the maintaining, 
in front of his place of business, by a labor union, of 
pickets bearing placards which tend to intimidate his 
employees, patrons, and customers, with the intent 
to do so for the purpose of compelling him to pay the 
prices fixed by the union to his union employees, is 
sustained in Goldberg, B. & Co. vs. Stablemen’s 
Union (Cal.), 8 L. R. A. (N. S.), 460. 





SALESMAN’s LicENsE.—The right of the State to 
require the procurement of a license by a traveling 
salesman who solicits orders for small quantities of 
intoxicating liquors, to be forwarded for acceptance 
to another State, where delivery is to be made, is 
sustained in State vs. Delamater (S. D.), 8 L. R. A. 
(N. S.), 774. 


Lecauity or Buackuist.—That it is not unlawful 
for wholesale merchants to organize for mutual pro- 
tection and notify each other of retail merchants 
who are delinquent in their accounts, so as to make 
such reports libelous per se, is declared in Woodhouse 
vs. Powles (Wash.), 8 L. R. A. (N. S.), 783. 











INTERFERING WitH EmpLoyMENT.—If one em- 


ployer, by conference with another employer, pre- 
vents, without excuse or justification, and with a 
malicious motive or purpose, a third person from 
procuring employment with such other employer, he 
is held, in Joyee vs. Great Northern R. Co. (Minn.), 


8 L. R. A. (N.S.), 756, to be liable for damages, under 
a statute providing that it shall be unlawful for any 
two or more employers to combine or confer to- 
gether for the purpose of preventing any person 
from obtaining employment. 





Brokers’ COMMISSIONS ON DeravuLt.—Failure of a 
contract for the sale of real estate because of in- 
ability of the purchaser to perform is held, in Riggs 
vs. Turnbull (Md.), 8 L. R. A. (N. S.), 824, to deprive 
the broker, who undertook to procure a purchaser, 
of his right to a commission, although the default- 
ing party had bound himself by contract to complete 
the purchase, and had paid a portion of the contract 
price. 





Prioriry.—A mortgagee of real and personal prop- 
erty foreclosed it as to the real estate and bid in 
the property for a sum sufficient to pay the debt. 
Subsequently, pending the redemption from such 
foreclosure sale, he foreclosed his lien on the per- 
sonality, and bid it in for a sum sufficient to pay the 
debt, and took possession thereof and disposed of it. 
The Supreme Court of Michigan held (Webster vs. 
Ypsilanti Canning Co., 113 N. W., 7) that an execu- 
tion creditor who had a lien on the property sub- 
sequent to the mortgage had a lien on the real estate 
superior to the lien of the mortgage. 





Morreaces IN Expectation or INsoLveNcy.—A 
corporation under contract to construct a vessel for 
a company became unable for want of funds to pro- 
ceed, and it suspended business. The company had 
paid instalments called for except $9,000 of an in- 
stalment, which was withheld because of the unwill- 
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ingness of the company to trust the corporation. The 
corporation mortgaged its property to the company 
for an amount in excess of the contract price to en- 
able the company to raise money to meet the further 
payments called for. The company paid the $9,000 
and later advanced $1,500. The financial condition 
of the corporation was known to the company. Held 
that, though the parties in good faith expected that 
the giving of the mortgage would enable the cor- 
poration to continue its business, the mortgage was 
given in expectation of insolvency, and was void, 
under the Corporation Act of 1896 (P. L. p. 298, see. 
64), declaring that conveyances by insolvent cor- 
porations shall be void, except as to the $1,500 ad- 
vanced. (Barrett vs. Perth Amboy Shipbuilding & 
Engineering Co. (N. J.), 67 Atl., 757.) 


INSOLVENCY—PREFERENCES.—When money _ is 
placed in a bank on general deposit, the title to the 
money immediately passes to the bank, and the re- 
lation of debtor and creditor is created between the 
bank and the depositor. The moment the deposit is 
made the credit of the banker is substituted for the 
money. 

Such was the ruling in McGregor v. Battle (Ga. 
58, S. E., 28), where it was held that if a bank, 
though insolvent, is still conducting its business and 
pays a check of a depositor in the usual course of 
business, and the depositor has no notice of the in- 
solvency of the bank, the payment is good, and the 
depositor will be protected. If, however, the de- 
positor is paid, not in the usual course of business, 
but at a time when he has notice or knowledge that 
the bank is insolvent, and that the intent of the bank 
is to create a preference in his favor over other 
creditors, the payment is not good, and such de- 
positor is liable to repay to the bank, or its repre- 
sentative, such an amount as would be the difference 








between the amount received by him and his pro rata 
share of the assets of the bank upon a final winding 
up of its affairs. 


EVIDENCE—CARBON COPIES. 

The Supreme Court of Minnesota, in International 
Harvester Company of America vs. Elfstrom (112 
N. W., 252), has held that carbon copies are duplicate 
originals, and either the first or the carbon copy may 
be introduced in evidence without accounting for 
the non-production of the other. It was said: 

‘‘The remaining question relates to the reception 
in evidence of what the appellant claims was a mere 
copy of the contract without having first accounted 
for the absence of the original. This presents an 
interesting and somewhat novel question, but which, 
by reason of the introduction of labor-saving de- 
vices in modern offices, is liable to arise more fre- 
quently in the future. A sheet of carbon paper was 
placed between two sheets of order paper, so that 
the writing of the order upon the outside sheet pro- 
duced a fac-simile upon the one underneath. The 
signature of the party was thus reproduced by the 
same stroke of the pen which made the surface, or 
exposed, impression. In State v. Teasdale (97 S. W., 
996, 120 Mo. App., 692) it was held that a carbon 
copy of a letter was not admissible in evidence 
until the original letter from which it was made was 
accounted for. The signature would not, under 
ordinary circumstances, appear upon the carbon 
copy of such a letter. In Chesapeake, ete. Ry. v. 
Stock (51 S. E. 161, 104 Va., 97) it was held that a 
carbon copy made at the same time and by the same 
impression of type may be regarded as a duplicate 
original of the letter itself and admitted in evidence 
without notice to produce the letter. We think this 
view. can be sustained and that a clear distinction 
exists between letter press copies of writings and 
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duplicate writings produced as was the contract in 
the case at bar. It is well settled that where a writ- 
ing is executed in duplicate or multiplicate, each of 
the parts is the writing which is to be proved, be- 
cause by the act of the parties each is made as much 
the legal act as the other (Crossman v. Crossman, 
95 N. Y., 148; Hubbard v. Russell, 24 Barb., N. Y., 
408; Lewis v. Payn, 8 Cow., N. Y., 71, 18 A. M. Dec., 
427; Jackson v. Dennison, 4 Wend., N. Y., 558; Barr 
v. Armstrong, 56 Mo., 586; Weaver v. Shipley, 127 
Ind., 526, 527, N. E. 146; Cleveland, ete., Ry. v. Per- 
kins, 17 Mich., 296; Phillipson v. Chase, 2 Camp., 
110). It is very generally held that a reproduction 
of a writing by a letter press cannot be considered 
as a duplicate (Wigmore, Evidence, Sec. 1234, and 
eases there cited; Menasha Ware Co. v. Harmon, 107 
N. W., 299, 128 Wis., 177). The distinction between 
letter press copies and instruments produced by the 
use of carbon paper, as in this instance, seems rea- 
sonably clear and satisfactory. What makes two 
numbers of an instrument duplicates and equivalents 
is the fact that the legal act of the parties as con- 
summated embraces them both. Letter press copies 
are produced by an act distinct from and subsequent 
to the consummation of the legal act of execution. 
It may or may not be the act of the parties to the 
contract. We know from common experience that such 
copies are ordinarily produced by the labor of clerks 
and other employees, and that the results are not 
always satisfactory. But all the numbers of a writ- 
ing which result from the completion of the legal act 
of the parties, although aided by mechanical devices 
or chemical agencies, meet the requirement of orig- 
inals. If the reproduction is complete, there is no 
practical reason why all the products of the single 
act of writing the contract and affixing a signature 
thereto should not be regarded as of equal and 
equivalent value. In this instance the same stroke 
of the pen produced both signatures. The argument 





that the recognition of these instruments as dupli- 
cates would encourage fraudulent practices does not 
touch the principle involved.”’ 





NATIONAL BANKS—LIABILITY oF STOCKHOLDERS.— 

A question of some importance has been decided 
by the United States Cireuit Court of Appeals, Sec- 
ond Cireuit, in Kenyon v. Fowler (155 Fed., 107). 
The action was brought by the receiver of the Ameri- 
can National Bank of Syracuse to recover an assess- 
ment of 40 shares of stock standing in the name of 
Kenyon on the books of the bank. The defense is 
that the stock was issued, and his name as owner en- 
tered upon the books, without his knowledge or con- 
sent. The salient features, so far as they appear, are 
as follows: 

The stock register of the bank contains entries 
showing that on December 11, 1903, two old certifi- 
cates for 20 shares each in the name of Herman Bar- 
tels were surrendered and two new certificates for 
the same number of shares were issued in the name 
of Otis W. Kenyon. This business was done by Carl 
H. Reynolds, a broker, who took the Bartels certifi- 
cates to the bank, received the new certificates and 
receipted for them on the stubs of the scrip book. 
With the new certificates he went to the office of 
Kenyon, where the following interview took place: 

“I told Mr. Kenyon that this was the stock of 
Jim Ratchford, and that Jim wanted the stock put in 
his [Kenyon’s] name, and I told him ‘here are the 
certificates made out in your name,’ and asked him 
to put his name on the back of them, and assign them 
in blank, which he did. I took the certificates over 
to the office of Mr. Ratchford and delivered them to 
him. Never heard of them since.’’ 

Kenyon testified that he first knew that his name 
appeared on the books of the bank some time after 
the failure of the bank, which occurred in February, 
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1904; that he never purchased any of its stock or 
authorized any other person to purchase for him. 
Regarding the interview with Reynolds, he gives the 
following account: 

‘*He came to my office and I was very busy, and he 
called me out and said, ‘You are a stockholder of a 
bank.’ He said, ‘1 have got the certificates here,’ 
but I don’t know whether there was one or two, ‘in 
your name, and I wish you would assign them in 
blank.’ I didn’t even look at them; turned them on 
my desk bottom side up; put my name on them and 
he went out. I never saw them after that.’’ 

The Court said that it was of the opinion that the 
following facts are established : 

First. Kenyon’s name appeared on the books of 
the bank as a stockholder, two certificates for 20 
shares each having been issued in his name. 

Second. He knew that the certificates were taken 
in his name and he knew, or should have known, 
that his name appeared as a stockholder on the books 
of the bank. 

Third. In December, 1903, he duly assigned the 
certificates in blank and has not seen them since. 

Fourth. He made no effort to have his name re- 
moved from the books of the bank as a stockholder 
or to have the name of the legal owner of the cer- 
tificates substituted. 

Fifth. On August 9, 1904, the Comptroller of the 
Currency made an assessment of $67 per share on 
the stockholders of the bank pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the National Bank Act. 

It cannot be denied that the rule is a severe and 
drastic one which imposes upon the stockholder the 
duty, after he has sold and assigned his stock, of 
seeing to it that his name is removed from the books 
of the bank. In the case at bar Kenyon would have 
had no difficulty in doing this, but in many cases, 
where the certificates are assigned in blank and the 
stockholder does not know who the purchaser is, 
it might become an exceedingly arduous and compli- 
cated undertaking. Nevertheless, we are constrained 
to hold, under the authorities which must govern 
our action, that the court below was right in direct- 
ing a verdict for the plaintiff. Harsh as the rule 
may seem, it is clear that it is necessary for the 
speedy and efficient winding up by the Comptroller 
of the affairs of insolvent banks. He cannot enter 
upon an investigation and hear proofs pro and con 
to determine who are the stockholders, and the rea- 
sons are manifest and cogent for holding that, in 
making his assessment, he is justified in relying upon 
statements found in the books of the banks. They 
are at least prima facie evidence. There was noth- 
ing to indicate to the Comptroller that Kenyon had 
parted with his stock and the latter, with full knowl- 
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edge of the facts not only failed to repudiate the 
action of Reynolds in having the shares taken in his 
name, but took no steps to have them registered in 
the name of the true owner. He cannot now, as 
against creditors, be permitted to dispute his lia- 
bility. 

In Keyser v. Hitz, 133 U. S., 138, 149, 10 Sup. Ct. 
290, 294, 33 L. Ed., 531, the Court says: 

‘“We must not be understood as saying that the 
mere transfer of the stocks on the books of the bank, 
to the name of the defendant, imposed upon her 
the individual lability attached by law to the posi- 
tion of shareholder in a national banking association. 
If the transfers were, in fact, without her knowledge 
and consent, and she was not informed of what 
was so done—nothing more appearing—she would 
not be held to have assumed or incurred liability 
for the debts, contracts and engagements of the 
bank. But if, after the transfers, she joined in the 
application to convert the savings into a national 
bank, or in any other mode approved, ratified or 
acquiesced in such transfers, or accepted any of the 
benefits arising from the ownership of the stock thus 
put in her name on the books of the bank, she was 
liable to be treated as a shareholder which such re- 
sponsibility as the law imposes upon the share- 
holders of national banks.’’ 

In Finn v. Brown, 142 U. S., 56, 12 Sup. Ct., 136, 
35 L. Ed., 936, 50 shares of stock were transferred 
to the defendant without his knowledge and consent. 
The Court, at page 67 of 142 U.S. and page 139 of 
12 Sup. Ct., said: 

‘*He is presumed to be the owner of the stock 
when his name appears upon the books of the bank 
as such owner and the burden of proof is upon him 
to show that he is in fact not the owner.’’ 

The Court held that being acting cashier and 
director of the bank he was presumed to know what 
the list of shareholders, required by law to be kept, 
contained; and, at page 70 of 142 U. S. and page 
140 of 12 Sup. Ct., the Court says: 

**No general rule can be laid down as to what will 
constitute, in any particular case, an acceptance of 
the transfer of stock or the equivalent thereof, in a 
case where the transferee is in fact ignorant of the 
fact of transfer; but each case must be decided on 
its own facts. * * * The defendant, as vice- 
president and acting cashier of the bank had the 
power himself to transfer the 40 shares back to Mc- 
Nany and the 10 shares to De Walt. He did not do 
so, but, knowing that the 50 shares had been trans- 
ferred to his credit and stood in his name upon the 
books, he suffered the matter to remain in that shape 
for twenty days, until the doors of the bank were 
closed.’’ 

Hence judgment against Kenyon was affirmed.

As the author states in his preface to this edition, a 
new point of view has made its appearance out of the 
agitation of social movements, within the half dozen years 
since the preceding edition of this book was in hand. The 
struggle between equality and inequality—between the pub- 


lie and privilege, and between privilege as capital and 
as labor—had not at that time proceeded far 
enough or long enough to make its meaning much less the 
outcome clear, and such cases as Rice v. Albee, and May v. 
Wood, in this country, and Allen v. Flood, in England, 
might then have been regarded as in the legal succession 
of common law logic, as indeed they were. Now we must 
look upon such cases as standing at the parting of the 
ways,. but unconscious of the fact, and hence as looking 
backwards. 

Since then the curtain has lifted somewhat and the 
social movement has found its place in the courts, though 
it is still uncertain whether equality or privilege will suc- 
ceed in the end in making itself the will of the State. 
Even as it is, however, precedent is relaxing its hold under 
the pressure of the newer social energy, as some of the 
following pages will show. The decisions of the past are 
not being overruled, in the proper sense; they have their 
place in the movement and are simply left in due course; 
they are not wrong—they are past. This, it is appre 
hended, is or should be the way of all precedent. 

The new point of view, which is that law must be re- 
garded as the resultant of conflicting social forces (less 
the conservatism of courts and legislatures)—a point of 
view long hidden from sight in the faint stages of a social 
era of equality—is reflected on many pages of this book 
as it now appears. With this in view the author has re- 
written a large part of the first chapter, covering the theory 
and doctrine of torts, and the whole of Chapter Six, which 
involves procuring refusal to contract. 

The work of Dr. Bigelow has always appealed to us 
because of its orderly arrangement and well preserved 
sequence. At the outset he discusses the theory and doc- 
trine of torts, then passes to specific wrongs, and treats 
of those which may be grouped under the head of “culpable 
mind”, viz., fraud, negligence, slander of title, and ma- 
licious prosecution. Then follows a grouping under in- 
culpable mind, viz., procuring refusal to contract, seduc- 
tion, slander and libel, assault and battery, false imprison- 
ment, trespass and conversion, infringement of patents, 
violation of rights of support and water rights, nuisance, 
damage by animals and escape of dangerous things. 

The importance which the author emphasizes between 
instances where a culpable mind exists and where it does 
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not is manifest. In the case of acts or omissions falling 
under the first head the defendant’s liability turns upon 
his special mental attitude (apart from volition in what 
was done or omitted). In the second the defendant’s lia- 
bility does not necessarily so turn. 


This work has already proven of enormous value not 
only in the teaching of law, but to the practicing attorney. 
Special commendation should be given to the citations 
which are exceedingly well chosen. As it purports to be a 
text-book and not a digest, the author has very properly 
not overloaded it with lists of decisions. The sixth chapter 
deserves special mention. It revolves around the statement 
of the duty which A owes to B, not to interfere with B’s 
enjoyment of the fruits and advantages of B’s enterprise, 
industry, skill, and credit to B’s damage without lawful 
excuse. This subject, it will be seen, is wider than the title. 
It necessitates a consideration of the progress of the strug- 
gle going on between capital and labor on the one hand 


and between the public and both of these forces on the 
other. 


As for the plaintiff's side, those have had logic with 
them—the logic of the common law of the nineteenth cen- 
tury—who have maintained with reference to cases hinder- 
ing contracts by acts not in themselves wrongful, that a 
man has the legal right to say what he pleases, to induce, 
to advise, to exhort, to persuade; but law is not logic— 
it is the expression of the dominant social force, so far as 
that succeeds in its purpose. 


As for the defendant’s side, the common law of the nine- 
teenth century followed the political economists of the time 
in the doctrine of freedom of contract, which in the end 
led where logic must have said it would lead—to monopoly. 
Freedom of contract is incompatible with restrictions upon 
competition; and the efforts of the courts (to say nothing 
of legislation) to avoid that result are in the teeth of logic; 
they are due to the struggle of social forces and justifiable 
accordingly. The contest being as nearly even handed as 
it has been, the legal resultant does not show as great a 
defiection as if the public had prevailed completely; but 
that there has been deflection the author has shown.

The present state of our knowledge of the history of law 
may be likened to an unfinished building, whose founda- 
tions have been laid and whose frame and beams have 
been erected. The roof, the walls, the floors, the furnish- 
ings and decoration, are yet lacking. Its scope and internal 
plan, its architecture and its relation of parts, can be 
already plainly seen. But it cannot yet be inhabited; and 
many kinds of workmen must labor longer upon it. These 
foundations are the volumes of Sir Frederick Pollock and 
Professor Maitland—resting upon the still deeper Germanic 
caissons of Professor Heinrich Brunner and his co-workers. 
This frame and these cross-beams are, on the one hand, 
the few larger monographs, from Mr. Justice Holmes’ “The 
Common Law” and Professor Bigelow’s “Anglo-Norman 
Procedure,” of thirty years ago, to the Selden Society’s 
source-books and Mr. Holdsworth’s recent first volume; 
and, on the other hand, the more numerous essays and 
chapters of the authors represented in these present vol- 
umes. But, until now, most of these lesser structural mem- 
bers of the frame-work have lain scattered about upon the 
ground, here and there, ready for use, and yet not fully 
serviceable because not easily accessible and not assembled 
in their relations to each other and to the whole. It is the 
purpose of these volumes to assemble and make accessible 
these valuable parts of the structure of our legal history. 

The season is ripe for this work. It is probable that 
another generation will pass before the final elaboration of 
the structure can be attempted. Until the Year Books are 
entirely re-edited and printed, most of the work will be of a 
limited and topical scope. It is now time for our pro- 
fession to take account of past progress—to put together 
and possess in mastery that which has been so far 
achieved; following the dictate of Goethe: “My maxim in

the study of Nature is this: Hold fast what is certain, and 
keep a watch on what is uncertain.” 

The times demand, too, of our profession, more cultiva- 
tion of the taste for history. A counter-balance against the 
hasty pressure for reform, and against an over-absorption 
in the narrow experience of the present, is to be sought 
in the solid influence of history. A true conservatism, and 
an intelligent progress, must alike be based on historical 
knowledge—a knowledge not remaining in the possession 
of a few scholars, but penetrating abroad into the general 
consciousness of the profession. 

The volumes will include essays on almost all of the 
main subjects of law, from Corporations to Wills, covering 
also the general field of “Sources of the Law,” “Law Re-

“History of Mediaeval and Modern Civilization to the 
End of the Seventeenth Century,” by Charlies Seignobos. 
Translation edited by James Alton James, Ph.D. Pub- 
lished by Charles Scribner’s Sons. Price $1.25, net. 

In conformity with the plan adopted in the preparation 
of “Ancient Civilization” for American readers, material 
from both the three-volume and the two-volume editions of 
Professor Seignobos’ “Histoire de la Civilisation” has been 
used. Some omissions have also been made. The net re- 
sult has been a most fascinating historical work. In less 
than four hundred and fifty pages the author has covered 
such subjects as “The Germanic Invasion,” “The Byzantine 


Empire,’ “Mohammadanism,” “Government of the Bar- 
barian Kings,” “Progress of Royalty,” “Development of 
Political Liberty,” “The Institutions of England in the 


Middle Ages,” “Founding of German States,” “Cities of the 
Middle Ages,” “Struggle between the Houses of France and 
Austria,” “The Counter Reformation,” “France in the Sev- 
enteenth Century,” and many others. The style is a model 
of brevity and clearness. Not an unnecessary word has 
been employed, and graphic descriptions have invested 
what would otherwise be a bare recital of facts with color 
and charm. Each page contains a vivid word picture, each 
fact Is impressed upon the reader. We do not know 
whether or not this work was intended as a text-book in 
the schools, but if so it is ideal for the purpose. Two 
sections which will be of particular interest to members of 
the bar treat of the “Origin of the Jury” and of the “Eng- 
lish Parliament.” These we repeat verbatim. 
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ORIGIN OF THE JURY. 


“In England the King alone had the right to judge crimes 
and to condemn to death. He named the judges and sent 
them to make tours through the kingdém. Each year, in 
each section of the country, at a fixed epoch, a judge came 
from the court and in the name of the King held a general 
assembly where were present freemen, and even 
the lords of the country; this was the assizes (the name is 
still preserved in the term ‘court of assize’). The judge 
informed himself concerning suits and crimes committed in 
the country; he addressed twelve ‘honorable men,’ and he 
made them swear loyally to what they knew, so he began 
an inquest in order to discover the truth. He asked them 
which of the two litigants was right, or, in case of crime, 
whether the accused was guilty or not; according to their 
answers he pronounced judgment in favor of one or the 
other of the two adversaries; he acquitted or condemned 
the accused. This manner of judging was called inquest 
of the country; the twelve knights consulted were called 
jurymen. Thus the jury came into existence (at first it 
served only in suits which concerned property; from the 
thirteenth century it also served in criminal trials). The 
judges had invented it te facilitate their labors. It has 
become the best guarantee against the tyranny of the 
judges, because it leaves the decision to the fellow citizens 
of the accused. The jury is one of the most admired of 
all the English institutions, and almost all the nations of 
Europe have borrowed it from England.

THE ENGLISH PARLIAMENT. 


The King drew from his great domains, and from the 
fines for his benefit, enough money to support his house- 
hold and to pay his domestics. But when he made war 
his revenues were not sufficient; then he levied taxes on 
his subjects. The custom demanding that in this case he 
should ask their consent, he summoned all the important 
men of the kingdom; the bishops and the barons, convoked 
by a personal letter, assembled in his presence and agreed 
on the amount of the tax that the king ought to levy. For 
a long time these great personages alone were consulted 
(it was they who had extorted the ‘Magna Charta,’ from 
King John). At the end of the thirteenth century each 
burgh and town was ordered to send two burgesses, each 
county assembly to send two chosen knights. These depu- 
ties came at first only to listen to what the great lords 
would decide, and to report it in their part of the country; 
then gradually they were admitted to the discussions. This 
great assembly was called the parliament. The King called 
it together only to demand money from it; but usually 
before granting anything the parliament obliged the King 
to listen to its complaints, and often to reform his admin- 
istration or to remove his officials. This was a means of 
governing indirectly. Parliament also tried many times to 
place the King under surveillance, but the King always 
got rid of it, and the custom could not be established. How- 
ever, they finally became accustomed to. the idea that the 
King must convene parliament each year. 

The lords and the bishops, who for a long time had been 
the only ones who were summoned by the King, sat by them- 
selves and formed the House of Lords. The knights of 
the counties and the burgesses sent by the towns formed.a 
new house, the House of Commons. This organization 
decided the fate of England. The petty nobility in place 
of uniting with the higher nobles against the ‘bourgeoisie’ 
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(as came to pass in France) was found to have united 
with the latter. During two centuries the lords continued 
to lead the parliament. Finally, during the Wars of the 
Roses, they destroyed each other, so that in 1486, on the 
accession of the Tudors, there remained only twenty-five 
lords. The King created some new ones, but these ‘mush- 
room’ lords were not respected as were those of older 
lineage. In the sixteenth century the House of Commons 
began to rule itself and to seize the power. Thus came 
into existence the English Parliament, which alone has put 
the English into a position to defend their rights against 
the despotism of royalty, an original institution, special to 
England, which, however, all civilized nations have held 
worthy of imitation.” 


“The Prisoner At the Bar, Sidelights on the Administra- 
tion of Criminal Justice,” by Arthur Train, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, New York County. Published by Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, New York City. Price $2, net. 


Here the author discusses the following: “What is 
Crime?” “Who Are the Real Criminals?’ “The Arrest,” 
“The Police Court,” “The Trial of Misdemeanors,” “The 
yrand Jury,” “The Law’s Delays,” “Red Tape,” “The 
Trial of Felonies,” “The Judge,” “The Jury,” “The Wit- 
ness,” “The Verdict,” “The Sentence,” “Women in the 
Courts,” “Tricks of the Trade,” “What Fosters Crime.” 
In order to describe adequately this work we must use 
that hackneyed word “practical.” Here is a true recital 
by an eye-witness of facts as they are. Theorists upon the 
subjects of sociology, municipal government and kindred 
topics will find in this volume a narration of concrete facts, 
the perusal of which will do a world of good. We were 
varticularly struck by the question which Mr. Tra‘a puts: 
“If the cook should steal the teapot, what would you do?” 
and his answer which reveals that the way of him who pro- 
poses to act as a public-spirited citizen is of a hardness 
comparable with that of the transgressor. 

Each chapter is an essay in itself upon a different phase 
of the administration of criminal law, discussed in a man- 
ner hitherto unknown. The ordinary citizen, obtaining his 
knowledge as he does largely from the newspapers, is 
totally at sea. When the gruesome and ingenious details 
of a crime have been served up to the satisfaction of the 
public appetite and the offender is locked up, from the 
reporter’s point of view, there is no longer any interest 
in the story. Nothing further is heard of the defendant 
unless he happens to be the president of a bank or a de- 
generate millionaire. He is “disposed of,” as they say in 
the criminal reports, without exciting anybody’s interest, 
and his conviction or acquittal is not attended by news- 
paper comment. 

If, on the other hand, the case be one of sensational in- 
terest, we are treated daily to long histories of the defend- 
ant and his family, illustrated by grotesque reproductions 
from the ancestral photograph album. We become familiar 
with what he eats and drinks, the number of cigars he 
smokes and his favorite actor and author. The case con- 
sumes months in preparation and its trial occupies weeks. 
A battalion of “special” talesmen marches to the court 
house—“the standing army of the gibbet.” As each of the 
twelve is chosen, his physiognomy appears on the front 
page of an evening edition, a tear dropping from his eye 
or his jaws locked in grim determination, in accordance 
with the sentiments of the editor or the policy of the 
owner. Then follows a pictorial procession of witnesses. 


The prosecutor makes a full-page address to the public, in 
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the center of which appears his portrait, heroic size, arm 
sawing the air. 


“I am innocent,” cries a purple defendant, in green 
letters. 


“Murderer,” hisses a magenta prosecutor in characters 
of vermilion. 

Finally the whole performance comes to an end without 
anybody having much of an idea of what has actually taken 
place, and leaving on the public mind an entirely false and 
distorted conception of what a criminal trial is. 

The object of this book is to correct the very general 
erroneous impression as to certain phases of criminal jus- 
tice, and to give a concrete idea of its actual administra- 
tion in large cities in ordinary cases—cases quite as impor- 
tant to the defendants and to the public as those which 
attract widespread attention. 

A book like this will appeal to a wide circle of readers, 
the practicing lawyer, whether or not he has ever tried a 
criminal case, the student, the reformer. Of the crying 
evil of over-legislation, Mr. Train has this to say: 


“We carry upon our statute books laws which we have 
no intention of enforcing, and which in our present state 
of development are actually unenforcible. Even law- 
abiding, law-loving and (ordinarily) conscientious jurors 
will become lawless when compelled to sit in a case of this 
character. Thus, while the three judges of Special Sessions 
find guilty some sixty per cent. of those brought before 
them for violations of various phases of the liquor tax law, 
a conviction by a jury in the General Sessions is practically 
unheard of. The grand jury have now reached the point 
where they practically refuse to indict at all in liquor tax 
cases. Just as long as we have hypocrisy in religion, in 
business and in legislation, so long shall we have hypocrisy 
in our courts of justice. 

“Of course, as we live in an age when violence is found 
inconvenient and annoying, your jury naturally condemns 
by its verdict crimes of a violent character, and will make 
but short work of highwaymen and thugs. Burglars are 
unpopular both with the public and with the juror; and it 
needs no burst of rhetoric to induce a jury to find a verdict 
against a ‘firebug’ or a ‘cadet.’ But once step into that 
class of cases, the subject of which is commercial fraud, 
and the jury look upon the prosecution with averted eye. 
Just so long as dishonesty of one kind or another is openly 
countenanced in business, just so long it will be practically 
impossible, except under unusual conditions, to convict the 
fraudulent bankrupt or the retailer who has secured goods 
and credit upon false. representations. Mayhap there is 
upon the jury some tradesman who had ‘padded’ his own 
credit statement; some one who has placed a fictitious 
valuation on his stock, or has told alluring but unsubstan- 
tial stories as to his ‘orders on hand,’ ‘cash in bank’ and 
‘bills receivable. What chance under those circumstances 
of a conviction? 


“*The jury, passing on the prisoner’s life, 
May have in the sworn twelve a thief or two, 
Guiltier than him they try.’ 


“‘Why,’ says a juror, ‘here they are trying to convict 
this fellow Einstein of what everybody does every day in 
the year. Rubbish! Am I a thief? I don’t have any 
criminal intent. He was just trying to boost his assets a 
little. He’s no criminal.’ And out he goes to the jury- 
room and persuades the other eleven that the defendant 


is no worse than everybody. Of course, everybody isn’t a 
thief. The syllogism is irrefutable. 

““I suppose you didn’t believe that Mr. Einstein made 
those false statements? says the writer, approaching him 
as he steps into the corridor. The juror pauses in lighting 
bis cigar. 

“Sure, he made ’em!’ he remarks. ‘Of course, he made 
‘em. But H—1, he’s no criminal.’ This is an actual ex- 
perience. 

“Our distaste for physical violence has had a rather 
paradoxical result, so far as the jury is concerned, for it 
appears to be coupled with a small (and what seems to be 
a decreasing) regard for human life. Verdicts of murder 
in the first degree are exceedingly rare, and it requires 
a crime of peculiarly atrocious character to induce the 
jury to send the defendant to the electric chair. This is 
due in part to cowardice and in part to the misconception 
of their function already dwelt upon, since in almost all 
murder cases the jury regard themselves as fixing the 
penalty. Inasmuch as most persons who meet death from 
violence are themselves of violent character, the jury fre- 
quently seems to believe that the defendant is entitled to 
a certain amount of consideration for ridding the com- 
munity of his victim, and this often finds joyful expression 
in a verdict of manslaughter. 

Totally distinct, however, from this trifling with justice, 
whether it be wilful or voluntary, is the unconscious bias 
of each member of the human family due to race, religion, 
education and character. Hence jurors are examined with 
an elaborate care and minuteness of investigation which in 
practice is often shown to be ridiculous. In fact, certain 
maxims, having almost the force of legal doctrines, have 
grown up about the selection of a jury. A defendant's 
counsel will invariably challenge an Irishman if his client 
be a negro, and vice versa. This is likewise apt to be the 
case if the client be an Italian. Talesmen with wives and 
children are generally supposed to be more susceptible to 
argu’ ts directed to their sympathies. Hebrews are pre- 
sumea to make particularly undesirable jurors for the de- 
fence where the crime charged is one of violence or arson, 
and are likewise usually challenged when the defence is 
self-defence. Old men are popularly supposed to make 
indulgent jurors, although the writer’s own experience is 
to the contrary, and he has noticed that persons with long 
drooping mustaches are invariably excused. 


“Neither side, as a rule, cares for missionaries or persons 
engaged in philanthropic enterprises, since the prosecutor 
feels instinctively that their eleemosynary tendencies will 
extend to the prisoner, while the defense has a presentment 
that they will lead him to favor the damaged complainant. 
Writers, editors and publishers are generally excused by the 
defence as too intelligent, i. e., too prone to theoretic argu- 
ments as distinguished from a ‘broad view,’ which, from the 
prisoner’s standpoint means one including every sympa- 
thetic reason that can be suggested. Artists are distrusted 
by prosecutors as romantic and imaginative. Butchers, 
coffin-makers, sextons, grave-diggers, undertakers and deal- 
ers in electrical supplies are invariably excused for obvious 
reasons by the defendant in homicide cases. The writer 
knows an assistant who will not try a case if there is a man 
with a pompadour on the jury, and neither prosecution or 
defence cases for long-haired jurors of the ‘garb doctor’ 
variety, while the dapper little man with the ‘dickey’ and 
red necktie is invariably excused by consent unless the 
defendant be a woman.
